The findings of a Genealogist for Franklin County for many years now deceased-a wonr an 
who spent her life on its records-was published by the Franklin County DAR in 1944 
shortly before the Genealogist's death Mrs Virginia Shannon Fendrick of Mercersburg 
She mentions a service in the Revolutionary War of Henry tleck, Sept 1779 
serving(interalie) with Capt Kobert Quigley,as a Corporal.

It was very kind of you to reply to my letter of a week or 80 ago. 
I have had some professional researching done for me, but only when 
I feel I had sufficient information and evidence to pass along to 
them which would simplify the investigation involved. Especiallly 
the review of history books, etc., at their disposal, which cannot 
be borrowed or purchased at any price. 


My dear Mrs. Flower: 


I don't feel that I have sufficient evidence at this time about my 
Black-Davidson ancestors to warrant such an investigation. My g.g. 
grandfather was a John Black. I do.not know his parents name. Ac~ 
cording to census report evidence, he was born somewhere in your Pa. 
In April 4, 1804, he married an Elizabeth Davidson who, the census 

‘ reports tell me, was born in Maryland. 


“My great grandfather, John Smith, married one of their daughters, 

- another Elizabeth (Black) - in Columbiana Co., Ohio, Dec’ 16, 182k 
I have a copy of this marriage license. This indicates with a rea- 
sonable degree of certainty, thet our Blacks were in that section 

of the country, too. John Smith was at least 15 yrs. older then his 
bride, so they couldn't possibly have met along the Trails of mi- 
gration - as so many others did. 


In the 1820 census and also the 1830 census of St. Clair township, 
Columbiana Co. 0., I discover a John Black family which appears to 
be our ancestors. In the 1820 census in this same St. Clair twp., 
a Jas. Davidson family is living adjoining, with "two males over 
45" which seems to imply a relationship. 


In Baldwin's Volumes of Records of Old Cemeteries, we find this in- 
formation: John Black, b. in 1780; d. Nov. 26, 186; age 66; and 
his iwite ;#elizapetag iba Janesly 1790; d. July 9, 1853, aged 63. 
This. information comes from an old cemetery in Unity twp. in the 
northeast corner of Columbiana Co., 0. - just two twps. directly 
north of St. Clair twp., on the Pa., border—-line. 


In an old Black family bible in our possession, 1810 vintage, it 
Bays "our" John Black d. Nov. 26, 1846, aced 66. And his wife was 
Elizabeth Davidson, who wasn't deceased as yet. These identical 
Gates of Nov. 26, 1846, ace 66, doesn't impress me as purely co- 
incidental or merely accidental - does it to you? 


If these are "our" ancestors, and I am convinced they are, then 
John Black was b. in Pa., in 1780 and Elizabeth Davidson was b. in 
Maryland Jan. 1, 1790. This would preclude the possibility of the 
Jas. Davidson, Cumberland Co., a native of Md; b. in 1865, having 
been her father. He might have been a brother of Elizabeth David- 
son's father, who was still in Maryland during and after the Rev. 
War. There was another Jas. Davidson b. in Carlisle, about 1543- 
us, who mar. a Jane Hudson. While these two Jas. Davidsons may 
have been relatives, which they probably were, it also precludes 
the possibility of the older Davidson being the father of the young- 
er Davidson. 


I might add this, for your personal information, too: the history 
books, etc., imply that the younger Jas. Davidson mar. a Mary John- 
son before he finally decided to migrate into the Ohio country. 
According to the Marriage of Columbiana Co., 0., a James Davidson 
mar; & Mary Johnson in that county, May 3, 1807, Enos Thomas, J.P. 
And the other Jas. Davidson, (the older one) finaily died in Stark 
Co., 0O., near Centon, at the ripe old age of 93 yrs. 


(ae 
Of course, two James Davidsons may have married two Mary Johnsons at 
. different times. However, I am convinced they are one and the same, 
because your Cumberland Co. Pa., Jas. Davidson who came into the Ohio 
country, had ten children, and one of his song, Jas. Jr. was born in 
Columbiana Co., in 1814. Jas. Jr. was probably one of the first chil- 
dren born to them. After having mar. Mary Johnson in Col. Co., in 
1807 (he was 42 at that time) he died in 1828, at the age of 63 eae 
There can be little question but they are one and the same Jas. David- 
son, as he is listed in the Roster of Rev. War soldiers interred in 
Ohio soil; and all the information is identical about him; the only 
confusion= seems to be "where did he marry Mary Johnson?" And the 
Col. Co., Court records seem to conclusively indicate "where." I might 
add, too, that there were a lot of Johnsons in both Jefferson Co. and 
Columbiana Co., in those early days. 


So, insofar as our Elizabeth Davidson is concerned, b. in Maryland in 
Jan. 1790, it seems to me I have to go back to Md. to find her father 
and mother. And, according to Rev. War records from the War Dept., in 
Washington, D.C., there were two Jonns and two James Davidsons who 

served all tnru' the Rev. War from Maryland, and I an convinced tnat 
either a John or a James Davidson (of this group) was Elizabeth's father. 
The next question is how to learn more about the familys of these two 
Johns and two James Davidsons, and who their wives and children were. 

And that is quite a job, indeed. 


Now, switching on to another subject, my great grandfather, John Smith, 
was b. in Penn State (somewhere) in 1791. He mar. one of the Black- 
Davidson children - Elizabeth Black. They reared at least ten children. 
All of these children (according to the census) with the exception of 
one boy, was born in Ohio. There fourth child, Sanford Smith was born 
in Penn State. This would seem to imply that she was visiting relatives 
not too far across the border-line at the time of this birth. Since her 
Black parents are presumably in St. Clair twp. in Columbiana Co., it 
seems that she must have been visiting with Smith relatives in Pa., at 
the time of this birth??? 


Not long ago I contacted a grand-daughter of a Paul Smith who seems to 
have been @ brother of "our" John Smith. She is an old lady, nearing 

60 - or older. She emphatically stated that "all our Smiths came from 
Colfax Co., Pa." Well, there never was a Colfax Co. Pa., that I know 
of. And I haven't even been able to locate a Colfax twp. in any of the 
western counties of Pa. However, there were and still is, a Colfax 
farming community and a Colfax Crossing, in Alleghany County just north 
east of the present day Pittsburgh. The old lady seemed pretty deter- 
mined about the "Colfax" end of it, so, is she is right, it seems to me 
that our Smiths may originally come from tnat neck of the woods. Drifted 
down into some other county, and they across the border-line into Ohio, 
and then down tne Ohio River to our present Washington Co., Onio, about 
1g40-184e, 


I know of another Smitn, a Mrs. McConnell in Florida, whose g.g-grand- 
mother was @ Mary Smith, b. 1766, who married a Jonn Shea. She says her 
Smith ancestors owned land in Pittsburgh and that puts them pretty close 
to the Colfax community I previously mentioned. I am wondering if you 
have a History of Alleghany County which might shed some Light on the 
Subject of Smiths around Colfax and Pittsburgh vicinity? Snedoes not 
know the names of her Mary Smith's parents, and neither do I know the 
names of our John Smitn's parents. But I am reasonably sure that our 
Jonn Smita had a sister, Barbarg, b. in Pa., 1806, and a brotner Paul, 
b. in Pa., 1803 (or 1805) and still another brother, Henry, whose birth 
date I do not know. I have written this lady in Florida for more defi- 
nite information. I fear there isn't much you could possibly do about 


this particular ancestral mystery. A
